The following letter addressed from 
the Democratic state central and exec- 
utive committee to one of the election 
commissioners In one of the counties 
In the Eleventh district should be In- 
terpreted In connection with Mr. South 
Trimble's letter to Mr. Thompson, in 
which the following passage occurs;

tiompers’ Views. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, has 
written an editorial for the current 
number of the official organ of the 
federation which may have an Impor- 
tant effect In tending to prevent the 
trust Issue from assuming Importance 
as a political Issue. Mr. Oompers 
take* strong ground against any anti- 
trust legislation In any form. He says 
he It convinced that the government 
Is not capable of preventing the legit- 
imate development of natural concen- 
tration of Industry, and that all the 
propositions to do so which have come 
under his observation would beyond 
doubt react with greater force and In- 
jury upon the working people of the 
country than the trusts. — Maysvllle 
Ledger. 

A Comparison. 

People who are Inclined to criticise 
the conduct of the American campaign 
in the Philippines would do well tc 
contrast It with those of Spain In tbos* 
Islands. General Rivera, In the first 
year of his campaign against the Ftli- 
pins, lost 8.000 prisoners, 1,000 killed 
or mortally wounded, and 2.000 dis- 
abled by disease, making a total of 
11,000, or 40 per cent of his entire com- 
mand. General Otis, In the eight 
months or his cumputgn, has lost 253 
men killed, 92 deaths from wounds, 
470- Incapacitated from disease, and no 
prlsonera, making the total 815, or 
about 2 per cent of bla entire com- 
mand.— Maysvllle Ledger.

"1 am fully aware of the many diffi- 
culties you have necessarily encoun- 
tered In making the poll, but when it is 
completed the most Important gun of 
the campaign will have been fired. 

“We will then know Just where we 
are. what Is necessary to be done, and 
expect, with your assistance, to do It.

A statement has been made that what 
Is necessary to be done, according to 
Goebel's needs, and what is expected, 
is that returns shall be held back from 
strong Republican counties in that 
district ttl too late to be counted. 

A little vigilance and a gentle Inti- 
mation that some election swindlers 
may be hanged will prevent that. 

Under the statutesand under the rul- 
ing of Judge Pryor each candidate for 
governor is entitled to an inspector at 
each precinct to supervise the counting 
of the vote. There are five candidates 
for governor, and If good men. who are 
not afraid to do their duty, are appoint- 
ed as Inspectors, and have the backing 
of honest election leagues and othe- 
frlends of a free vote nd a fair count, 

( the counting will be oil right. 

Under the Goebel law the sheriff la 
required to deposit with the county 
board of election commissioner the re- 
1 turns from the various precincts tn bis 
county within two days next after the 
election, and on the next day the said 
board la required to meet in the county 
clerk's office between 10 and 12 o’clock 
In the morning, open and canvass the 
1 returns and immediately thereafter to 
make out two or more certificates In 
writing, over their signatures, of the 
number of votea cast tor the candidates 
for the various offices, one of which 
certificates shall be retained In the 
clerk s office and another of which the 
I clerk shall send by next mall, under 
! cover, to the secretary of state. 

The state board canvasses such re- 
turns as are received on the fourth 
Monday after the election. 

The Inspectors at each precinct are 
entitled to a certificate of the votes 
polled. The sheriff has to return the I 
votes of all the precincts to the county | 
clerk within two days. The next day 
the county commissioners are to tabu- j 
late the returns from the various pre- [ 
elncts — and all they have to do is to 
tabulate them — and immediately to 
make out two or more certificates, one 
of which the clerk is to retain and an- 
oelier of which he Is to send by next 
mall, under rover, to secretary of state 
at Frankfort. The poaimaster will 
know whether the clerk dues this duty 
or not. Th" Inspectors at the various 
precincts will know whether their pre- 
cincts arc reported correctly or not, 
and If they will gather at their county 
scats on the third day after the elec- 
tion and tee that the returns are prop- j 
erly tabulated and that the clerk sends 
the certificates by next mall to Frank- 
fort, the rumored Ooebel scheme to 
bold back returns Ull too lots to be 
counted by the stats oominust-mcr* 
can be defeated.

Just, peaceable, full and honest, sad 
the promise of such an election 1s cer- 
tain. these leagues will have nothing 
to do. If the state board disgraces It- 
self and humiliates Kentucky by the 
appointment of known tric^uers, and 
u '.scrupulous thimble-riggers; and 
they appoint similar election officers, 
these leagues will have much to say 
aud more to do. 

These leagues will not be composed 
of Brown men nor of Republicans, nor 
Populists, nor Prohibitionists, but of 
all — of men of every political creed 
and belief; of men who have the right 
to vote and to have their votes fairly 
counted; and who organise to see that 
this Is done.
